B=* imployed in the ſervice of the Ciry 


and State, to attend the London-Brigade, 
now joyned with Sir Wilkam Waller, and at that 
time intruſted to acquaint you with our proceed- 
ings the laſt week, Iam bold, after my humble 
ſervice,to preſent to you a brict Relation of the 
moſt remarkable Pafſlages between us and the 
Enemy, not onely in | oh to you, butallo in 
love to all thoſe that long to be truly informed 
in the particular. 

May it pleaſe your Honour ; Upon Thurſday 
the 21. of this inſtant March (our Brigade being 
quartered at Midhurſt) our Major Generall re- 
ceived Orders from Sir William Waller, to advance 
towards Wincheſter ro a Town called Traford, 
which accordingly he did with incredible ſpeed, 
almoſt at an hours warning, and that night ar- 
rived there, which we found to be a ſmall Vil- 
lage, not above ſeven or cight houſes to quarter 
all our men, there we met with much hardſhip, 
ſtaying for Orders till the Lords day following; 
Upon Monday the 25, we marcht forwards to 
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1oyn with Sir William Wallers main body , 


accordingly wee did, and that night were ap- - 


pointed to quarter at Weſftmean, three miles dt- 
{tant from the main body, where 'we found a 
partec of the Enemies hoile when our Quarters 
maſters centred the Town, which occalioged 
ſome action , though net much conliderable, 
we onely took a Quartermaſter priſoner ; the 
next day, which was Tuelday, welay ſtill, onely 
our Scouts brought in ſome priſsners, 6 Troops 
1ncountring with 16 of the Enemies, put.them 
co flight,and brought away.3. of them priloners; 
The day following we dilcovered the Enemy, 
who took ſome fevyv of our men that vvere {trag- 
ling tram their colours, and ſoon atter appeared 
na great body upon the hull on the left hand the 
Tovyn, iatending (as lome priloners confelsed) 
to take us at Church, it being the Faſt day ; but

the day was doubttull, it not deſperate, our foor all the 
while was ingaged on the left wing, to drive the "ay 
from the hadges , where our men played their parts ga 

lantly, and drove them fro hedge to hedge by Cegrees,till 
they had forced them rg the top of the hil,our horſe doing 
little tor the ſpace of an hour after their retreat, only ſome 
parties incountring with each other, at which time our 
Noble Major Generall Brown (who was ever known to be 
a valiant man, and muſt be lookt upon as a ſpeciall inſtru- 
ment in the work, Drew off 100. men from the hedg- 
es,and in his own perſon led them on to charge the horlſe, 
which they did moſt gladly and couragiouſly, and forced 
the cnemics horſe to wheele about, wherupon our body of 
horſe came on again, and that very mantully; at which 
time they charghed quice thorow the Enemies body and 
pur them to a rout, ſo that they were forced to retreat ro 
the top of the hill, where they firſt appeared, this was a-_ 
bout two of the clock in the afternoon, at which time 
they began to retreat , and ſemt-their Carriages away, 
their body of foot followed after, the horſe and ſome few 
foot onely being left ro face andto fight with us, at the 
the laſt it pleaſed God to raiſe up the ſpirits of ſome few, 
not above 300, and to put ſuch courage into them , as to 
adventure out of the clofings , to charge the main body 
upon the plain, whichthey d1d ſo reſolutely that they pur 
them all ro flight,our horle purſued them two miles at the 
leaſt,ri]l che Enemies horſe overtook their own foot, who 
crycd our(as the country people ſay) Face them,fice them, 
once more tace them; whichghey did, bur to {mall pur- 
poſe; our horſe-came up,and at the fir charge they were all toured 
and fled,our horſe purlued them till they overtook the foot, ronted 
them likewiſe, all diſperſed them ſeverall waics, ſome fled to Ba- 
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- ſing, ſome to Alon, and ſome to Winchelter, and by the way they 
cryed out,the Kingdoms loſt, the Kingdoms loſt, &c. and when 
they left Alsford where they had long quartered, they fer the town 
on fire at both ends, which doubtleſſe had burnt ro the ground, bur 
that our men came in and pur it out, there was onely four or five 
houſes burn?. 

Thus it pleaſed God (who alone is the grver of all Vi- 
Rory)to vouchſafe us nor onely a deliverance (which we 
ſhould have owned as a mercy) bur a glorious conqueſt. 
As forthe inſtruments, I dare not chellades any of neg- 
let in this dayes ſervice, to ſpeak the truth, both Horle 
and foot quit themſelves bravely.

So,Heistermed a ſtumbling Block , and does that warrant us 
to [fumble?

Subjeas ; No Armes,but what he gained Sy rhe couragious ver- 
ture of his owne neglected ifs, the ſabjet of our continuall 
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pra\ Crs. Ye hat! God covered his head tn the day of battaile, 
and blclt gun with tuch {ucc.fle, that He 1s (by the Divine Pro- 
vidence) 3:coine 2 great aſter of the Feild, and almolt able to 
maintaine hight with h1s own Shipps at Sea. 

T he God of Heaven bloſſe him, and proſper him, and make bu 
dayes as ihe dayes of Heaven, that being here the Faiths defender,

Prince, hath not he (ſince theſe unhappy troubles 
began) bin firſt puniſhed with the loſſe of ch1/aren, nay viſited to 
the chird Generation, tothe weakning, (it not ruining) of his 
Family,and then, with the loſle of his own life, in the ſame place 
wherc he fi:it took up armes againſt his gratious Soveraigne ? 
Was it not remarkeavl- that the Lord Brook, who lo often ex- 
cept:d again(t that clauſe intheLyturgie, ( From ſuddendeath good 
Lord delwey us) was NMayneſo ſuddenly? who was ſo ſevere an 
enemy againſt Peace ſhould periſh in the ſame War, he ſocn- 
couraged ? Who, ſo bitterly inveycd againſt Eps/copall Govern» 
ment, ſhould be ſhot dead out of a Cathedral Church? who 
labouring to put out the /eft eye of eſtabliſht Government, hs 
left eye and life were both put out together ? 

How is Duke Hamiltox ((carce warme in his new Honor) 
taken in his own ſnare, having entangled his Lord and Maſtcr 
in ſo many inconveniences ? 

How is Holand, whole livelyhood was created by his Sove- 
raigns favour branded witha dowble treachery, and like 8 Shit- 

tlecocktallen at the firſt retwrne, and ſcarce able to raiſe himſelf 
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Is not Briftoll Fines ( who at his Conncel of War condemned 
and executed innocent bleod) himſelf condemned, (pleading 
innocence) at a Comncel of War from the mouth of his own Ge- 
ral, though hnding (perchance) more Mercy then he either 
delerved, or ſhewed ? But that blood that crycd to him for Aevy- 
5,willcry to Heaven for vengeance. 

And,arc not many more ripe torthe ſame Judgement, whoſeroto- 
rious Cromes have branded themfor theirrcdpetivepuniſanents ? 

How many of thoſc 6/994-preaching Miniſters, have died ex- 
peo a:1ng Boca? whilit others, atthistiume, labouring under 
the ſame arſeaſe, can find no Art to promiſe a Recovery, All 
whom I lcave to pollible Repentance,and paſlc over. 

Cromwell, that proteit detacer ut Churches, ( witnes Peter- 
borough, aid Lincolne, &c.) and Ritcler of the Monuments of 
the dead, whoſe profane Troopers (it Fame has not forgot to 
{peake a Truth) watcrd their horſes at the Font, and fed them at 
the Hol) T able.that Cromwell. 

Sardes, whole lacrilegious Troopers committed ſuch 54rbar- 
ous 10folencycs, with his(at leaſt) conivance,in the Church of 
Canterbury,& uſed fuch inhumane tortures on the tender breſt;

both are requireable to the ſer2-4ce of a Soveraipne. 

Put caſe,his Maj {ty ſhould uſc the aſliltance of none but Pro» 
teſtants ; tell mc, would ye not be 5Þt to cavil, that he is favos- 
rable tothe Papilts ; neither willing to endanger thcir perſons, 
nor endamave their prrſes ; or, at lealt, that they are reſervd for a 
laſtblow ?

Theſe things, indifferently conſidered, it will manifeſtly ap- 
peare, that the honeſt minded vulgar are meerly ſeduced, under 
the colour of piety, tobe ſo impious, as by poyſoning cvery aCti-

Charatter of Antichriſt or Aniichriſtians/mes, They 
ſay that a ſet forme of Publique Prayer 184 main branch 
of Popery *: yet we find that (et formes of Prayer have 
ever been ulcd and approved in Gods Church '. They 
ſxy,that rhe rhirry mine Articles of our Church arc tot-

of March, the Birtt--day of our Saviour will fall neer 
the 25 day of December according to the teſtimonies 
of the Fathers and Writers before alledged, and the 
tradition of the Churches of God. 

Howbcit of late there are riſcn up a fort of wild- 
braind Zt:lots; who,carried on with an earneſt defire of 
1ntroducing all manner of novelties (whereby the ancient 
and Apoſtolicall Church of England* uught be rendred 
contemmptible )have buzzed into the heads of ſome igno- 
rante people, that Chrilt vas bornein the mouneth of 
September, when the Sunn entring into Libra makes the 
i-cond Equinettiall, An opinion not dreamed of, untill 
Beroaldus publiſhed his Chronology y : andit is worth 
our paines to obſerve, how. well the Maſter and 
Schollers do azree touching the age of our Saviour, 

Beroalaws (aith, that Chriſt lived 32 yeares and an 
haltc z : And by thoſe words of Saint Luke, Jeſus began 
to be about thirty yeares of age ©, he underitands,he was 
almoſt 29 yeares old : as it when the Scriptures ex- 
prefle aboxt 5060, their meaning was, a/moſt 4500. 
But his prime Scholler noting the abſurdity of this ex- 
polition, grants Chriſt to be 3o yeares old at his Bap- 
time ; yet by coyning one Paſſeover, he out-runs the 
truth, and makes him to have lived 34 yeares and an 
halt <c. Others aftirme, that he was about 33 ycares old 
when he ſuffered 4; which expreſſion does belt pleaſe 
theſe DoRours, tor whether he were 32 and an halfe, 
or 33 and a quarter, or 33 and an half; yet till they are 
1nthe right who ſay,he was about 33. 

And becauſe theycannot produce to inuch as onepoore- 
ſtumbling writer for the countenancing of their part» 
doxes, they endeavour to ſubvert the common and Or-

FThe firſt OojeRion. /x the midſt of the week, he ſhall 
cauſe the ſacrifice and the eblation to ceaſe ©, The Pro- 
phet ſpeateth here of the laſt weehe which if you divide in- 
to two equall parts, you ſhall finde the m1ddle of it to be wn 
the ſeaventh moneth of the fourth yeer, becauſe the weeke 
enas in the moneth Barth, wherein our Lord ſuffered '. 
Therefore our Saviour was baptized and conf quently 
borne in September. 

The Antwer. Chilt may be ſaid to can/e the ſacri- 
fice and the obl.ation tocea/e, two manner of wayes : ci- 
thcr by way of conſummation, or, by way of preparation. 
I, By WAY of conſummation : and this was not 1x the 
midſt, but in the end of the lalt week by the ſacrifice of 
himſelf e: umplicd in thoſe words, Conſumatum eſt, It 1: 
finiſhed h; and allo by the wasle of the Temple rent in 
wane i. 2, By way of Preparation; and this was either 
Immeaatly /oyhimſclt,when he was baptized & entred 
into hiSMiniſtery; Leing #eer the midſt «, butnot precilc- 
1" the midſt of the 13 week, For the fore going particular 
cxamination of the dayes we have ſufnciently ſhewed, 
that the time betwixt the Baptiſme of Chrilt,&the next 
Paſlcover, caiinot with any probability be extended be- 
yondthe {pace of 3 moneths. OrBedtatipby his forc-run- 
ner,herald,and meſſenger lohn the Bapriſt ; who preach- 
ng the =24. 14 nog repentance, did fo prepare the way 
of the Lora,that all ſacrifices, oblations, Legall rites and 
ceremonies were afterwards without ſcruple forſaken 
and abandouncd. Hence our Saviour faith, The Law 
and the Prophets were untill John m: and thus 5» the 
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(24) 
midſt of the Inſt weeke Chriſt preparatively by Jobs co%. 
ſed the ſacrifice and the eblation to ceiſe ; For lohn the 
Baptilt beganto preachin the moneth September, ſoon 
after the Featt of Trumpets »n. 

The ſecond objection ; Clemens Alexandrinn wri. 
teth, that they whe very curiouſly have ſought after the 
yeare and day of owr Lords birth , have referred it ſome 
ante the 25 . day of the month of May, ſome wnte the 25, 
day of Aprill 0. Theretore in his time p the day of 
Chriſts birth was not ccrtainly knowne 9. 

The Anſwer. If this argument be good, then there 
15 no point either in Divimty or Philoſophy certainly 
knowne; becaulc there 15 no point which 1s not through 
ignorance, wiltulnetl:, or an itching affetation of fin- 
eularity by ſome contradicted ; at leaſt queſtioned. 
Howloever had theſe carions [earchers (hewed us 
where $S. Luke faith, that Chriſt was conceived in the 
ſixth month of the Legall yeere, we would have conclu- 
ded with them that Chrilt was borneeither in Afay, by 
reckoning trom Angaft exclaſrvely,or in April, by ac- 
compting from Augaft inclyſrvely : but there can be 
nothing more certaine then that they are miſtaken. For 
the Angell Gabriel does direAly lay, thi u the ſixth 
month (not trom the beginning of the yeere, but) with 
her, who was c2lled barren”; that is, from the con- 
ception of Johs the Bapeiſt, Nor does Clemens A- 
le xandrinus aftord theſe /earchers any more credit then 
the bare mentioning of their groundlcſſe phanies; 

which truly 1s more then they deſerved. 

The third Obj-ion. Bede affirmes, that the Inditts- 
xs began on the 24.day of September {; and that our Lord * 
was borne (inditione quarta incunte) when the fourth 
Inaittion began : Therctore Chriſt was borne on the 
24. day of September t, 

The Anſwer. Bede does not ſay, that our Lord we 
borne when the fourth Indi&ion began, but i the fourth 
Indittion according to Dionyſixs 4; which words are t09

generall for usto conclade thence the yeare of Chrif, 
Birth, mach lefle the month, lea of all the day. And 
yet conſidering that an Jndiftion x the fpace of 15, 
yeares x , he might very well have faidiſo ; though 
Chriſt were not borne til] the end of 3. months after 
the firſt day of the Ind6/Tiox : a3 we ſay frequently, that 
ſuch a thing was or hapned in the beginning of our 
K ing reigne, though it were 3.

The Anſwer. We deny the Argument : For it is 
molt ablard inference, viz. becaule the ordinary and 
ycerely taxcs, collections of tribute, and Indictions 


( which were inventedin the time of Conſtantine the 


Grear, and ordained by Him 3 1 2. yeares after Chriſt Þ) 
begarr on the 24. day of Sepremwber ; therefore that cx- 
traordinary and moſt remarkable taxe decreed by A- 
guſtns Caeſar when our Saviour was borne, began on the 
lame day. Nay, here is a cluſter of abſurdities : For if 
the 1\luing forth of Czſars decree and our Saviours Birth 


were on the ſelf-ſame day, then was the decree ſent ,, 


from Rome to Nazareth, above a 1000 miles diſtant, 
and from Nazareth Joſeph with Mary hn eſpouſed Wife 
grearmih cinld ©, md expeRting every hourc to be deli- 
vered, muſt forthwith poſte 95. Engliſh miles unto 
Bethlehem, all in oneday. But who knows not that 
Errowr begets errour ? 


The ObjeAion. A lew 4 wonld not ſoone be- 
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leeve that a wiſe Emperour as Auguſtus was, would com. 
wand poore men to come in winter to their owne Townes. 
Neither was it the fit time for the Sh-phearas tobe in the 
field. And 4s Baptiſme was according to his Birthemonth, 
it was not wholeſome fer men to gor up to the head in was- 
ter in mid-winter, Therefore Chriſt was not torne in 
December ©. 

The Aniwer. Theland of Canaan (now called Pa- 
leftine t ) is found to extendit ſelfe from the degree 30, 
and 5 2. (cruplcs, nnto the degree 33. and 44. cruples of 
Latitude or Elevation And tor Longitude, 1t 18 pla- 
ced bet wixt the degree 64 32. minutes, and the degree
